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Rehnquist approved 
for high court, 68-26 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —With liberals abruptly abandoning their 
struggle to delay a vote, the Senate confirmed William H. Rehnquist 
for the Supreme Court by a 68-26 vote Friday, giving President Nixon a 
clear conservative majority on the nation’s highest tribunal. 
Five contenders tor the 1972 Democratic presidential nomination 
voted against Rehnquist. 47-vear-old assistant attorney general and 
former lawyer from Phoenix. Ariz. They were Sens. Hubert H 
Humphrey. Minn.; Henry M. Jackson. Wash.; Edward M. Kennedy. 
Mass.; George S. McGovern. S.D.. and Edmund S. Muskie of Maine. ^ 
The galleries were filled near capacity and Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew was presiding for the roll call vote climaxing a week of debate 
in which Rehnquist was accused by foes of a record of indifference to 
civil rights and individual liberties. 
Rehnquist and Lewis F. Powell Jr.. 64. a Richmond. Va.. lawyer and 
former American Bar Association president who was confirmed 
Monday by an 89-1 vote, probably will take their seats when the 
Supreme court returns Jan. 10 from a Christmas holiday. 
They will till two vacancies that have existed since late September 
when Justices Hugo L. Black and John M. Harlan resigned because of 
tailing health. Black died shortly afterwards. 
Rehnquist. wearing a yellow shirt and green-and-yellow polka dot tie 
and grinning broadly after the vote, met newsmen in his fourth-floor 
office suite at the Justice Department, where he has served as chief 
legal counsel since early 1969. 
“I want to express my thanks to the Senate for having confirmed 
me. again to President Nixon for having shown confidence in me by 
nominating me, and to the many people in and out of government 
without whose loyal support the outcome might have been different," 
he said. 
Powell and Rehnquist will make four justices that Nixon has placed 
on the High Court in an admitted effort to give it a more conservative 
turn. His other nominees are Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justice Harry A. Blackmun.

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Nixon signs $15.7 billion 
reduction in tax measure 


WASHINGTON

-P r e s ­ 
ident Nixon signed a "Christmas 
tree" bill of $15.7 billion in tax cuts 
for 
businessmen and consumers 
Friday and urged Congress to repeal 
its provision for federal financing of 
presidential election campaigns. 
Going into effect immediately will 
be a $6 million rebate of repealed 
federal excise taxes to individuals 
who have bought new cars since 
Aug. 15. Nixon called it a "shot in 
the arm for the country" and its 
economy. 
The 
long-range, 
$15.7 
billion 
reduction in taxes over three years, 
approved 
by Congress Thursday 
night, features reinstatement of a 
tax credit to encourage businesses 
to invest in capital expansion as well 
as repeal of the 7 per cent auto 
excise levy. 
It also increases personal income 
tax 
exertiptions 
and 
standard 
d ed u ction s, 
provides 
export 
incentives and allows the first tax 
deductions 
for 
babysitters 
for 
working parents. 


Congress wrote into the bill a 
Democratic provision for voluntary 
taxpayer 
contributions 
to 
a 
presidential 
campaign fund that 
could have guaranteed each major 
party as much as $20.4 million next 
year. But to avert a threatened veto, 
the final bill delays the tax checkoff 
plan until the 1976 elections. 


In 
his 
informal 
remarks, 
the 
President made no mention of the 
controversial 
plan 
to 
finance 
Presidential campaigns with public 
money through a $1 tax checkoff. 


But in a written statement, he 
said; "I remain firmly opposed on 
principle to the tax checkoff device 
for 
f ina nc ing 
P r e s i d e n t i a l 
campaigns out of the public treasury 
which is also included in this act, ” 
Nixon said. 


"By postponing the effective date, 
the congress has allowed ample 
opportunity for reconsideration of 
this measure on its own merits, 
rather than as part of the tax 
package," he said. 


"I have signed this act today 
because I am confident that, with 
t i m e 
now 
a l l o w e d 
for 
reconsideration, this provision ... 
will not become operative,” he said. 
"1 strongly urge outright repeal by 
the congress."

He also mentioned that the county 
soil analyst brought up the question 
ot erosion in the area in connection 
with bike use. though the anaiysit 
has never visited the site and more 
testing is needed.

Dig deep into reserve strength 


R aid ers o verco m e iniuries

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif.—(NEA)—A couple of years 
ago, the irrepressible Joe Knapp, now an unemployed 
quarterback, coined the phrase "40 for 60" to describe his 
formula for winning football. Deciphered, it means that 
the full complement of 40 men on a professional team 
going all out for 60 minutes contributes to a championship 
effort and was his way of paying tribute to his then team­ 
mates on the Minnesota Vikings. 
Squad depth has become the all important ingredient in 
this time of escalating injuries, the physical drag of a long 
season and increasing emphasis on special teams. 
The Oakland Raiders, in a two-way drive for the West­ 
ern Division title of the American Football Conference 
and with the best winning record of any team in profes­ 
sional football for the last five years, are the perfect 
example of using personnel depth to maintain a winning 
tempo. 
The New York Jets have been clucked over this year as 
the injury-stricken victims of misfortune. .And it’s true 
they lost a bundle of talent, such as Joe Namath. John 
Elliott, et al. But in sheer numbers, no team has seen its 
lineup suffer greater losses than the Raiders, with lesser 
effect. 
Of the 11-man starting offensive unit projected for the 
1971 season, five are missing from their usual spots. The 
running back tandem of Hewritt Dixon (third leading 
rusher in the AFC in ’70) and Charley Smith was com­ 
pletely wiped out, with Smith now back on the roster but 
not playing. A bad back found guard Jim Harvey dis­ 
placed by George Buehler. All-pro tackle Bob Brown went 
out with knee surgery, replaced by another all-pro type. 
Ron Mix. Warren Wells, one of the elite wide receivers of 
football, went t^ prison, giving Rod Sherman a chance to 
play. And when Sherman was hurt, young Drew Buie 
came along to take over. 
In the backfield, Marv Hubbard picked up the slack for 
Dixon at fullback, and when Marv started hobbling on a 


bad ankle, Don Highsmith stepped out as a rushing threat. 
Pete Banaszak, a veteran plugger, and Clarence Davis, 
an exciting rookie, compensated for Smith at halfback. 
On the defensive front four, all-league tackle Tom 
Keating was sidelined by a broken leg; his replacement. 
Carlelon Oats, was lost with a knee injury; and the start­ 
ing end, Tony Cline, missed the first part of the season 
with a bad leg. Yet the Raiders came up with people like 
Horace Jones, a 12th round draft choice, and Harold 
Rice, a taxi squadder from last year, to sustain the pass 
rush. 
The defense, in fact, was rebuilt this year with three 
starting rookies in Jones, linebacker Phil Villapiano (who 
got his chance when Duane Benson had a pulled muscle) 
and free safety Jack Tatum, plus a starting tackle. Art 
Thoms, who taxied part of last season. When Gus Otto, 
a smart, tough linebacker, was also hurt, Benson was then 
available to fill in. 
At one time in mid-season the Raiders’ "move” or 
reserve list consisted of Dixon, Bob Brown, Gus Otto, 
Keating, linebacker Bill Enyart, touted rookie lineman 
Warren Koegel and slick wide receiver Eldridge Dickey- 
all superb, coveted talents. 
The whole point of this is that when one of the super- 
star types gets hurt, the Raiders, instead of turning 
lachrymose reach into their grab bag of squad depth and 
come UD with someone just as or almost as good. 
Credit obviously goes to a scouting staff headed by Ron 
Wolf, which doesn’t hook into one of those complex talent 
cooperatives that have been the recent vogue in pro foot­ 
ball and yet has dredged up a draft list which placed half 
a dozen useful rookies on the current roster. 


It goes just as much, however, to an organizational con­ 
cept that everyone on a 40-man roster must be ready to do 
more than just stand straight for the national anthem. 
Even George Blanda, at 44, is ready and anxious to take 
his stand in the face of a blitz. All miracles are welcomed.

these two-wheeled, usually 
unlicensed 
vehicles 
have 
such drawbacks as small 
size and low profile that car 
drivers find difficult to spot, 
engines that fail to provide 
necessary acceleration, and 
brakes that often are inade­ 
quate. 
So, 
despite 
the 
inade­ 
quacies of the minibike in 
traffic, the boy or girl puts 
the minibike to grueling 
tests. Soon he or she dies in 
a 
collision 
with 
another 
vehicle, the way that most 
minibike fatalities occur. 
As 
parents, 
you’ll 
be 
interested 
to 
know 
that 
minibikes can provide safe 
recreation 
if under your 
supervision and restricted 
to the off-the-street use, and 
that is not sidewalk use, for 
which they were designed. 
If your youngster is 10 
years of age or under, forbid 
him to ride a minibike. 
Chances are great for too- 
young riders to meet with 
tragedy. 
For your youngster over 
10, 
enforce 
the 
rule 
of 
m andatory 
wearing 
of 
helm ets.

Committee and struck by the 
Lombardo M i n t of Sher­ 
brooke, Quebec, Canada. 
T o m b s t o n e , Ariz., “ the 
town too tough to die,’’ is a 
registered U.S. N a t i o n a l 
Monument of no small his­ 
toric importance. It is re­ 
flected on almost every page 
of American h i s t o r y and 
while it offered little in the 


way of industrial opportuni­ 
ty, it does have the distinc­ 
tion of being either the begin­ 
ning or the end for many ex­ 
citing chapters in western 
development. 


As a prelude to the cele­ 
bration of its 100th anniver­ 
sary, the commorative com­ 
mittee decided to issue one 
medal a year for 10 years as 
a countdown to the g a l a 
event in 1978. Each year the 
issue was to consist of no 
more than 5,000 pieces in 
nickel-silver p l a t e ; 1,000 
pieces in .999 fine silver but 
only 100 sets containing one 
numbered proof piece in sil­ 
ver and one numbered proof 
piece in nickel-silver. 


The first medal struck (il­

20‘s. They came to Lompoc 
on the screen of the New 
Lompoc 
Theater 
which

The Knights of Pythias 
Lodge and a private citizen 
got together around 1927 and 
decided that a new theater 
was needed It was built and 
leased to William Baker and 
Walter Calvert who had run 
the Opera House since 1912. 
The theater that was built 
is the same one that still 
stands on North H Street. It 
was called the New Lompoc 
Theater 
because 
it 
was 
constantly being remodeled 
to keep up with the times. 
In the early 40 s Earl 
C alvert, 
W a lt e r s 
son, 
bought 
the 
theater 
and 
Baker's 
share 
of 
the 
business. Earl leased the 
movie house out to Lompoc 


Theaters, Inc. They ran it 
for five years. 
Another theater was built 
in 1944. It was La Mesa 
Theater at the corner of 
West Ocean and J Streets. 
The building in which it was 
housed 
was 
a 
renovated 
grocery market. It s history 
was brief, however, for it 
burned down in 1956. 
Rather than build another 
walk-in theater, Calvert and 
his associates decided to 
construct a drive-in. It was 
built in 1959. It had the very 
latest in snackbar equip­ 
ment. room for 850 cars, a 
giant Cinemascope screen 
and 
a 
play 
ground 
for 
children. 
A 
baby 
bottle 
warmer for mothers with 
tiny tots was a part of the 
regular customer services. 
Originally, 
the 
plans 
called for a bowling alley 
and restaurant adjacent to 
the drive-in. It was decided 
that the one bowling alley in 
town, out on East Ocean, 
was enough for the interests 
of the city. A miniature golf 
course was pul in instead, 
and several years ago. that 
was turned into a garden 
center and nurserv 
I he silent, silver screen is 
part ol history, but movies 
are still part of Lompoc life.
